A—En glish ivy is easy to grow 
in d oors, provid ed it is given some 
sun light, the soil wet thoroughly 
but on ce a week an d the foliage 
moisten ed every 3 or 4 d ays. My 
guess is that you have over­ 
watered the soil, failed to clean se 
the leaves, an d kept the plan t in 
a sun less spot. Every two weeks 
syrin ge the foliage with a pin t of 
soapy water to which a half tea­ 
spoon of Black Leaf 40 has been 
ad d ed . The pot in which ivy is 
grown should have a d rain age 
hole in the bottom.

Allied Aid Ship To Reds
